has purchased for the United States 
Steel corporation all the iron and cop- 
per deposits in southern Utah and all 
the deposits along the line of the Clark 
road from Utah to southern California.

While the highest and noblest sphere of 
iy;oman is the home, it is very plain that 
eyery girl, under present conditions, must 
face the contingency of being called upon 
to earn her own living. 


Among the gains of college life Miss 


' Hersey places first "the trained maid." 


She demolishes the old time notion that 
college education means merely an accu- 
mulation of knowledge. Efficiency is the 
all important thing. 
What a graduate 


can do is of far more importance thau 
what she knows. When a woman has 
been out of college five years, there is 
little probability that she would be able 
to pass the examination for the freshman 
year. The most important, element ac- 
quired is "the general knowledge of the 
sweep and trend of the world's history 
which the classics and the literatures of 
our own language and of other languages 
may give us." 


Among other advantages enumerated 


by the writer are the executive experi- 
ence gained in the miniature life of the 
college, the great privilege of friendship 
and the noble gift of loyalty and devotion 
to the alma mater with which the college 
Imbues the student. 


Of course it follows that so keen a stu- 


dent of education does not believe in co- 
educational institutions because they in- 
terfere 
with the cultivation of tbpae 


friendships which she extols iu college 
lifo. 
If a girl selects a co-educational

ARTISTIC BOOKBINDING. 


llow tbc "Tooling"- I» trofle oa th« 


tentlier Covers. 


Strango as it may seem to the ordinary 


leader, it is nevertheless a fact that 
there is no such thing as set or ready 
'made designs for decorating leather bind- 
ings and covers—that is, when the tortist 
who does the tooling ou those fine bind- 
ings begins to work he has no drawn de- 
sign to go by. Each workman invents 
his own design as he proceeds with his 
task. 
Of -course it sometimes happens 


that a book has to be tooled exactly like 
another book except for the title, but as 
a general thing thu artist follows his own 
fancy in designing tho book iu one of 
several general styles of tooling, all the 
details being left to his own judgment. 


"Tooling," which is the technical term 


for the really artistic art of bookbinding, 
is done in the following way: After the 
pages have been sewed together,- their 
edges trimmed and gilded, the pasteboard 
cover put on and the leather sides and 
hack put in place, the hook is given to 
the "tooler," who clamps it firmly into 
position iu a vise very much like that 
used by carpenters. 
After tho book is 


firmly iu position, sizing is put on the 
part to be tooled, and over this sheets of 
gold leaf are spread.

tlie Fact That 


or "tooler," takes a small tjpe in the I the new boots the names of bin Is. Six- 
form of a flower, letter, scroll or what- 
ever figure lie wants, aud, after heating 
it to a. certain temperature, he presses it 
down firmly on the gold loaf, thus actual- 
ly burning the gold into the leather. 


Behind each workman i« a set of 


shelves containing all the different types 
or btumps in use. Under the place where 
each tool belongs is a print of the type 
or btamps in use. Under the place where 
each tool belongs is a print of the type 
itself made on white paper, pasted up not 
only to mark the place where each tool 
should be, but also to enable the worker 
to make a ready selection of type and to 
prevent mistakes. Necessarily there are 
a great many of these types and a large 
range of designs, for they represent not 
only the alphabet in every style of letter, 
hut also every known flower iu its con- 
ventionalized form, as well as various 
sorts and sizes of scrolls and conven- 
tional designs. This makes it an easier 
matter for (he artist to design the cover 
of a book while he is actually engaged at 
work on it than at first seems posMblo. 


After the design is burned into the 


leather the paper is pasted into tin: 
boards, and then, in the case of the otic- 
half and three-fourths bindings, the book 
is finished and ready to be packed and 
bhippcd to its destination. 


Nowadays it is no longer good form to 


have the edges of the pages gilded on nil 
three sides. That style is now very much 
behind the times and affects a hook's 
value. Moreover, the price of ft book de- 
teriorates very materially the minute its 
pages aie cut. Whether thia is the result 
of the germ theory of contagion or not 
it is undeniably true that the up to date 
young man would as soon think of giving 
a book with torn and dirty pages to a 
young woman as he would of present ing 
to her a book with the pages already cut. 
Ot course this lias naturally led to n 
marked change in the style of gilding. It 
is almost a necessity to have the top of 
the pages gilded, for unless this were 
done- the book would soon become soiled 
from the dust settling on it and, sifting 
down on the leaves, make them dirty 
and gritty to the touch. For this reason 
most of the fine books have only the up- 
per edges of their pages gilded. This al- 
lows the du«t to settle on the top, whence 
it can be brushed off readily and yet 
mnkos it possible, for the pages to be cut 
by the purchaser.—Brooklyn Eagle.

MOVING MOUNTAINS. 


Great Bodies Arc Conitantlr 
Slipping; and Sliding' 


"The mountains are constantly mov- 


ing," was the remark of an officer of the 
llrnver and llio Grande road recently in 
speaking of the great landslides in the 
canyon above GlenwooU Springs, Colo. 
"\Ve find from actual experience in main- 
taining tunnels, bridges and tracks in the 
mountains that the mountains are mov- 
ing. It costs a railway passing through 
the mountains a great deal of money in 
the course of ten years to keep the tracks 
in line, and maintenance of tunnels is 
even more expensive. Drive a stake on 
the side of a mountain, take the location 
with tho greatest care and return after a 
few mouths. 
The stake is not in the 


same location. 
The whole side of the 


mountain has moved. This experiment 
has often been tried, and in all cases the 
result proves thut the mountains are mov- 
ing. The mountains are gradually seek- 
ing tho level of the sea." 


\Vbile we du not quite agree with tho 


last assertion that "the mountains nr« 
seeking sea level" there appears no ques- 
tion that local movements are in progress 
in the Kockics, and the observations of 
the railroad surveyor are confirmed by 
those experienced iu some of the mines. 
In quite a number of mines located ou 
fissure loins or between highly tilted 
strata or in tho vicinity of groat falls 
movements have been for a long time ob- 
sei vod and sometimes of so pronounced 
a natme that timbers after n few years 
are found so out of place as to require 
a complete new timbering of portions of 
n mine, and those movements do not seem 
to o<» the result, as in coal mines, of a 
creeping from excavation of material, but 
actual slipping or faulting movements of 
thu mountain itself along certain lines, 
especially old fault plain's and veins, thu 
latter generally occupying fissures along 
fault lines. 


A notable InMauoe is iu tho mines of 


Smuggler mountain at 
Aspen, Colo., 


where in some of tho deep workings tim- 
bns 1\\o leot thick and eight to ten foot 
long placed across the stopp« are snapped 
in t u o hki; reeds .Mid their ends broomed 
up by the overwhelming piossure nnd 
slipping movement of the walls. 
The 


ore bodies lie between strata almost ver- 
tically uptilti'd against :i ginnite moun- 
tain or wall and abound in f.iulls and 
slipping pianos. 
These movements are 


not tho nsnlt of (.xcavatinn of tho ore, 
but appear to come from :i general move- 
mi nt of tho InlN slipping or f a u l t i n g oil 
fiom tho granite wall.—Minos uud Alin- 
i-ials.

seasons of the year, muskrats innumera 
ble have dwelt. 
Not so far away is a 


smaller niavih, where for many years a 
colony of beavers has lived iu cozy bowses while its movement ncil'iites through n 
bnilt close by the water's edge. 
These gear wheel attachment a long brush, 


two little communities never exchanged 
calls, but lived and prospered in happy [ 
exclusion. 


The going out of the ice from the lake 


one, season was followed by an almost 
unprecedented rise of water and the two 
marshes in Spencer bay, the large one 
and the li.ttle one, were completely co'v-' 
ered. 
Now, the muskrats did not mind 


the flood a bit. 
Driven from one hole, 


they sought another farther back, nnd 
when there weren't any more holes these 
happy go lucky vagrants set up house-, 
keeping in a huge pile of driftwood, never 
losing a meal or a wink of sleep. 


But with the beaver it was different. 


These industrious property owners suf-! 
fered severely, nnd when the waters of i 
Moosehead lake at last receded the ruins 
of the beavers' lodges went with them.! 
The beavers did not -sit and sulk; neither j 
did they for a moment think'of building, 
again on tho same old site. They sought 
higher ground, where the floods of an- 
other spring could not reach them, and so 
it came about one fine morning when the 
muskrats came down on to tho marsh to 
piny they found the beaver there before 
them. 


It was a large marsh, as has been stat- 


ed before, but it was not large enough for 
both muskrat and beaver. 
War was at 


once declared, and the war ended in th<! 
breaking up of the muskrat colony and 
the scattering of the rats nil along the 
shores of Spencer hay. 


Two miles from the marsh and on the 


farther side of the bay was a clump of 
poplnr trees, which the heavers selected as 
the host material available for their new 
homes. All day and all night they saw- 
ed, until linally they had floating on the 
lake and compactly rafted several hun- 
dred logs for up to date beaver houses. 
And then the troubles of these busy but 
unscrupulous little builders began. 


They could not even stir the raft of i 


logs from shore, to say nothing of towing 
it tiro miles across Spencer' bay to the 
marsh. 


Every beaver in the colony was sum- 


moned to the task. 
Young and old, big 


and little, weak and strong, they .pushed 
and pulled, but they could not budge that 
raft of timber. 


Then, the head of the beaver colony 


called the other beavers together on the 
raft and laid before them this remark- 
able proposition: If the muskrats would 
lend a helping hand and tow that raft up 
Spencer bay, they (tho beavers) would 
permit them to return to the big marsh, 
where they might live without fear of 
molestation. 
Tho rest of the beavers 


agreed, and the muskrats, when appealed 
to, also agreed, and the following morn- 
Ing, 
before tho waters of the bay rough- 


ened up, the deer and tho squirrels and 
the gulls beheld with amazement beavers 
and inuskrnts. shoulder to shoulder, push- 
ing a raft of logs before them up Spencer 
bay. 


The houses are built, and the beavers 


are in them, and all about are muskrat 
holes, and Ejuskrats iu them too. 
And 


beaver and rut, who are at war every- 
where else in northern Maine, are livia;: 
together in peace on tho big marsh at the 
head of Spencer bay.—Boston Herald.
